Tn its ‘government “printing office 
the United States has the best printing 
plant in the world. The government, 
through its various departments and 
its printing establishment, gives to its 


ea 


* people more useful information than 


‘wards of vellum for 


doesany’ other government in the 
world. A few private printing plants 
turn out more ‘tons of printed matter 
a year, but thése run on a few large 
jobs. While they have a large amount 
of press work, they do a far smaller 
amount of work in other respects. 


Tt isa noteworthy fact that the 
principle single job of the government 
printing office is done for the American 
farmer—the prnting of 400,000 copies 
annually of the Agricultural year book, 
requiring 1,200,000 tons of paper, 170,- 
000,900 pounds of binder board, 50,000 
covers and 580 
spools of thread. The job that is most 
generally known to the public, is the 
publication known as the Congressional 
Record. The copy for this publication 
running from 50 to 100 nrinted pages 
each’ day of the congressional sessions, 
is delivered to the printer about seven 
o'clock in the evening, and the records 
are placed in the mails about 6 o’elock 
the next morning. Along with these 


.two large johs fairly familiar to the 


eountry, the government printing of- 
fice conducts a vast amount of work 
of which the general public knows but 
little, although it daily handles some 
ot the output of the plant. For instance 
this office prints an average of 4,200,000 
postcards a day and in the course of 
a year prints some 160,000,000 money 
order forms. 

In the typesetting department are 
86 linotype machines, I00 monotvne 
keyboard machines and 126 monotype 
casting -machines. Fourteen tons of 
metal are used daily on these machines. 
The number of forms sent -to press 
in one year is about 171,000,000 or one 
a minute each eight hour day. In this 
printing establishment are machines 
which automatically gather the signa- 
tures for a book, stitch them, apply 
the glue, and perform most of the 
swork without individual handling by 
workmen.. Machines automatic in op 
eration, gather, stitch, cover and de- 
liver pamphlets of from 16 to 200 or 


‘more pages. As an illustration of the 


speed with which the government 
ptinting office can handle work, may 
be cited the record that was made in 
the publication of the report of the 
Conference on the Limitation of Arma- 
ments. This document filled 910 print- 
ed pages, all set in type in the govern- 
ment, printing office in 20 hours. The 
first form of 57 sixteen-page signatures 
reached the press room at 10:30 a. m., 
_and 1,500 complete copies were sent’ 
to the bindery at 5:30 p. m. the same 
day. Paper bound capies were in.the 
hands of the president a nime o’clock 


the next morning, or only -40 hours af- . 


ter the manuscript copy; was received 
at the government printing’ office. An- 
other record accomplishment was the 
printing d¥ the report of the sinking of 
the Maine. The report was transmitted 
to Congress by President McKinley 
one afternoon, and the next morhing, 
printed copies were in the hands of 
every member. [t contained nearly 300 
pages of printed matter, and 24 full- 
page illustrations.
